de Fomerania: ‘im the Stralsund area former mawhersy of the German armed 
forces between the ages of twenty and thirty-five are being registered 
for compulsory services. At Streleumd and Greifswald some former German 
Navy men who had been issued compulsory service cards were ordered to 
report to the Stralsund police headquarters on 21 June 1917 and to the 
Soviet Komandatura at Greifswald on 19 June 1947 respectively. Those 
ordered to the Greifswald Romendatura had not yet returned home 2g oz 
2h June 1947. 


2. Brandenburg: 


a. In Southeast Brandenburg a registration was made of former 
Luftwaffe and Navy personnel, and also of wekiiled workers 
in the elestrotechnical and precision tool fields, aged 
seventeen to fifty. The lists were forwarded by the police 
to the District Komendatura. 


b. Jn Kreis Zauch-Belsig, Southwest Brandenberg, men from the 
ages of twenty to thirty~five were to begin compulsory labor 
service during the final week of June 1947. This conseription 
does not appear to have been dependent on former military 
service. In the Caputh district fifty men from towns of ronghiy 
3,000 inhabitents were drafted to report to the Olympian 
Villege (sic), near Staaken-Déberita. 25M
